Flemish Sauc« (for Beef or Veal).—- 


Conk one cupful of finely-cut carroi 
until tcmlrr; drain and reserve one 
and one-quarter cupfuls of the carrot 
water. Melt two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter; add two tnblespoonfuls of flour, 
When well-blended add the carrot wa- 
ter, 
boiling hot; stir until slightly 


thickened. Add the cooked carrot, one 
tablespoonful of minced pickle, one- 
half 
tablespoonful 
of 
finely-minced 


parsley, one tHblespoonful of grated 
horseradish, and salt and pepper to 
tnste. Season with a dash of Worces- 
tershire sauce. 


Oyster Sauce (for Chicken, Turkey 


or Fish).—Parboil a pint of oysters in 
tlipir own liquor for a minute, or iinii! 
their edges curl; drain, saving the li- 
quor. 
Melt two tablespoonfuls of but- 


ter, 
add two tablespoonfuls of flour; 


stir and cook, then add the oysters and 
the liquor, adding 'water enough to 
make a pint of both oysters and liquor. 
Season with tabasco, a teaspoonful of 
kitchen bouquet; add two more table- 
spoonfuls of butter in small pieces, 
until all Is melted. Kemove from the 
heat and add a oeaten egg yolk. Serve 
hot. 


Lobster Butter.—Giean and wipe the 


coral nnd force through a fine sieve. 
I'ut Into a mortar with one-quarter pf 
a cupful of butter; pound until welf- 
blended. Use In lobster soup or sauce 
to glre color.

During the past Tew moathi the 


United State* Department of Atrieul- 
tir* ha» received many requests from 
•11 parti of the country for informa- 
tion concerning two 
so-called new 


"brwda" of poulu-y, the "Turken" and 
Ih* "Kiwi". The department bat been 
•wart of advertiiements concerning 
these nerr and novel "breeds", for 
which tome rather remarkable clalma 
h«T« been made. The advertUementa 
and literature describing the orifin 
*nd qualltiea of these "breed*" aeea 
to have aroused much Interest on the 
P«rt of the public, since the depart- 
ment has recently received several 


requesti for au explanation re- 


the rellabUitj- of the claim* 


bad*. 


The statements la the advertise- 


ments and literature claim that tht 
TurVen" was originally produced by 
crossing a male turkey with R female 
chicken, and that the "Kiwi" was pro- 
duced by crossing a male ostrich with 
a female chicken. 


Successful crosses have been made 


between the pheasant and the chicken, 
and 
In practically 
every case the 


progeny has been of the male sex nnd 
jterile. 
Also, successful crosses have 


been made between the guinea am] tfle 
chicken and here, again, the sex of the 
progeny has almost Invartably been 
male and the hybrids have been "sterile. 
Both of theae crosses have been made 
with great difficulty and, so far at 
known, no cross giving any progeny 
hag ever been reported between th« 
turkey and the chicken. 
Furthermore. 


It 
Is 
highly Improbable 
thnt 
the 


progeny, if any have ever been secured, 
would breed at all, and certainly not 
readily. 
In such 
wide or rlolcnt 


crosses the progeny is niwaya sterile, 
and the claim that the "Turken", 
which is reported to be the hybrid 
progeny of a cross between the turkey 
and the chicken, is in all probability 
ftot founded on fact. 


One other point must be made con- 


cerning the io-called 'Turken". sayi 
the department. 
The Illustrations ac- 


- eompnnylng the advertisements and lit- 


erature are in all probability photo- 
graphs of the Transylvania naked- 
Beck chickens. 
According to the best 


Information obtainable this odd-look- 
ing breed originated in AVest India and 
the characteristic naked-neck ha» bred 
true for many years. It is a distinct 
character of the breed. 
The depart- 


ment believes that the so-called "Tur- 
ken" is nothing else than the Trnngyl- 
ranla naked-neck chicken, which ap- 
parently possesses no qualities superi- 
or to the more important standard 
breeds and rnrletles and has not been 
shown to be particularly well adapted 
to conditions in many parts of our 
country. 


As far an the reported cross giving 


rise to the "Kiwi" U concerned, there 
Is much less evidence In support of 
such a cross than in the cnse of the 
Turken". This is too violent a cross 
to produce any results whatever. 


The 
burden of proof 
that such 


crosses as those giving rise to the 
"Turken" and the "Kiwi" must remain 
with the sponsors of surli novel pro- 
ductions. In the meantime, the Inter- 
ests of the public should be safe- 
guarded.
